This has been brought about by 
better balance in the “Bh: parts, im roved 
valve mechanism ent lubrication 
systems, and sim her a hanien which have only 
been e ‘after gar con trials and many 
experiments. 

n one case it is known that improved valve 
mechani$m has added ten miles an hour to a 
large car. Speed may not always be required, 
but it is a convenient asset, and there are 
often moments when a little power in reserve 
is extremely useful. 

This reserve power is not confined to the 
large or the a ic Mens high-powered car, as 
one oí the sm t touring cars in the Show 
has lapped Brooklands at eighty miles an 
hour, It is not claimed that this speed can 
be maintained, or even reached, on the road, 
but it is an indication of the capabilities of 
the modern engine, which, even in the case of 
the smallest, is incomparably better than the 
power unit of even a few years ago. 

Absence of drastic change on many models 
shows that general mechanism has become 
standardised, while prices appear to be 
stabilised for a time at round about the pre- 
sent level. These two factors have had much 
to do with the increased business which has 
xi coe yg at Olympia. 

ere is no longer a prospect that a car 
bought to-day will be out of date in a short 
time, and there is little likelihood that pur- 
chasers at present prices will find themselves 
annoyed by any great reduction in prices in 
the near future. This standardisation of

Corresponding 
reductions have been made in the prices of 
Morris Oxford cars, which are now fitted 
with thermostatic control of the water in the 
cooling system. so is of a lavish 
description, and upholstery and fittings are 
extremely good. Dunlop re-inforced balloon 
tyres are fitted on all models, and the equip- 
ment of the Morris Oxford includes dipping 
head lamps

Typical Swirt -sturdiness shows itself in the 
new 12/35 om Swift engine, which has four 
cylinders, side-by-side valves, and side cam- 
shaft driven by helical gearing.

THE TRIUMPH. 

The new 15/50 h.p. Triumph, which has an 
actual Treasury rating of 14.9 h.p., is shown in 
three forms—a c a, four-seater saloon, and 
touring car.

The Sunbeam range for 1926 includes one 
four-cylinder model, one eight-cylinder, and 
two with six cylinders. The 30/90 h.p. model, 
with eight cylinders arranged in line, is 
shown as an enclosed limousine, which, as 
might be supposed, considering its origin, 1s 
a really handsome car, Another fine-looking 
car is the 14/40 h.p. four-cylinder tourer, 
which has a body oi Sunbeam dark smoke 
blue and antique leather. he 20/60 h.p. is 
shown as an enclosed sing painted claret 
colour and upholstered in leather, while the 
six-cylinder three-litre model is on view as 
a sports car, with a body which conveys an 
impression of speed at every point, 

THE HILLMAN. 

The new Hillman is one of the features of 
the Show. It is on view with various types 
of bodywork and as a stripped chassis. The 
specification includes four-cylinder engine, 
with bore and stroke of 72 and 120 mm., 
giving an actual rating of 12.8 h.p. Pistons 
are of aluminium; clutch is of the Ferodo 
plate type, and engine, clutch and gear-box 
are in one unit, Fou speéds are provided, 
and control is on the right. Valves are of 
the side-by-side type, with silent chain drive. 
The touring car presents a very clean outline, 
while the enclosed bodies are well made and 
meet all the requirements of those desiring a 
medium-powered all-weather car of clean 
design and honest workmanship. 

THE ARMSTRONG-SIDDELEY. 

In the Armstrong-Siddeley programme 
there are only three engines, but there are 
four chassis sizes and a wonderful variety of 
bodywork. The four-cylinder model of 14 h.p. 
is available as a 2/3 seater, family five-seater, 
four-seater touring car, saloon, landaulette, 
three-quarter landaulette and a coupé, and 
the car looks equally well in any of the 
various forms, he intermediate model has 
a six-cylinder engine of 18 h.p., and is pro- 
duced with a long and a short chassis. The 
30 h.p. Mark II. six-cylinder maintains the 
distinctive lines which ‘have marked it since 
its introduction. It is in every way a noble 
car and the bodywork, which includes a 
seven-seater open touring body, and various 
types of enclosed carria ework, is handsome 
in design and workmanship. All Armstrong- 
Siddeley cars for 1926 have fuller equipment, 
front wheel brakes, engines which are smooth- 
running and powerful, and bodywork which 
is really good. 

THE AUSTIN. 

No change has been made in the chassis 
design of Austin cars, but various little im- 
ESruashte have been made. The “ Seven,” 
or instance, is to have a speedometer as part 
of its equipment in future, and on the other 
models the bodywork has been improved and 
the equipment has been augmented. There 
is no doubt as to the wisdom of maintaining 
the 7 h.p., 12 h.p. and 20 h-p. models in 
their present mechanical form. The “ Seven "' 
is a remarkable car, and the diminutive 
engine is capable of pulling any weight up to 
about 32 stone with ample power. The 
“‘Twelve’’ is a leader of its class, and as a 
touring car, or with enclosed bodywork. of 
which a qual choiee is given, it is an attrac- 
tive production. The Austin “Twenty” is 
@ capacious, comfortable car, and is even 
more distinguished in appearance than the 
previous models. The enclosed bodywork is 
thoroughly good, and the Mayfair landan- 
lette is an exeptionally nice car. It has 
comfortable accommodation for seveh persons, 
and the front compartment can be separated 
from the rear by raising a glazed partition.

They should then 
be tied with tape and placed in a casserole 
or stewpan, with a pint of stock or 
gravy, and simmered for another fifteen 
minutes. Then untie, place on a hot dish, 
and serve with the gravy poured round. 

The stuffing for this dish can be varied in 
many ways. A nut stuffing is very good, or 
they may be stuffed with chopped hard. 
boiled eggs, mixed with a little Fallot and 
some tomato. 

Lettuce Marinade.—Trim and wash two or 
three lettuces, according to size and requite- 
ments, and pluck the leaves apart. ae 
them in a pan of boiling salted water and boi 
for fifteen minutes. Then drain the leaves and 
chop them lightly. 

Meanwhile, have ready in a casserole a pint 
of white sauce, to which has been added some 
grated nutmeg, pepper and salt. Place the 
lettuce in the sauce, and simmer gently until 
tender, Draw the pan to the side of Me 
stove and stir in the beaten yolks of two eggs 
Stir untu the eggs thicken, and then turn the 
mixture into a dish and garnish with sippete 
of fried bread or toast. 

Braised Lettuces.—Wash, trim and parboil 
four cabbage lettuces, and drain well, taking 
care to keep their shape. Place them in a 
pan with a little butter. Season with pepper 
and salt, and cover with slices of bacon, sliced 
onions, sprigs of parsley, a sprig of thyme and 
one of marjoram, if obtainable. Add half a 
pint of stock, cover with a lid, and cook 
slowly on the stove or in the oven for about 
an hour and a quarter. Remove the lettuces 
very carefully fromthe pan on to a hot dish ; 
strain the liquid into a small pan and hoil 
rapidly without a lid until it reduces to a 
thick sauce. Pour this over the lettuces and 
serve at once.

FRUIT CAKE (Method No. 1). 
One pound flour, half pound sugar,

WALNUT CAKE (Method No. 2). 


Four ounces butter, four ounces sugar, 
three €078; fire OuURCES flour. one and a 
half ounces shelled walnuts, half iea- 
spoonful baking powder. 

Cream the butter and augar, add flour 
and eggs alternately.. Add chopped wal- 
nuts, then the baking powder. Bake in 
a moderate oven about 40 minutea, 
according to size of tin used. When 
cold, aplit and spread with walnut tmiz- 
ture. lee with water icing, and decorate 
with walnuts. 

Walnut Mixture. — Three tablespoon- 
fuls ground almonds, one teaspoonful 
vanilla essence, one tablespoonful chopped 
walnuts, three tableapoonfuls apricot 
jam. Mix all together, and use as re- 
quired, 


SWISS ROLL (Method No. 3). 
Three eggs, three ounces sugar, three 
ounces flour, one teaspoonful baking 

powder, flavouring as liked, hot jam. 
Beat the eggs and sugar together for 
five or ten minutes; add flavouring. Mize 
buking powder and flour, sift into mix- 
ture, fold lightly together, turn into a 
prepared “ Swiss Roll’ tin. Bake in a 
hot oven five to six minutes till firm to 
touch and a golden colour, Turn out, 

spread with hot jam, roll up tightly. 


GINGER BREAD (Method No. 4). 

Hal/ pound butter, hal/ pound treacle, 
half pound sugar, one pound flour, two 
teaspoonfuls cmnameon, two teaspoonfuls 
mized spice, two tenspoon ful’ ground 
ginger, one teaspoonful ground cloves, 


one teaspoonful baking soda, quarter 


pound raisins, quarter pound almonds, 
half pound preserved ginger, four eggs, 

Melt the butter, treacle and sugar. 
Mix the dry ingredients, add prepared 
fruit, beat the eggs and mix all to- 
gether. Bake in a moderate oven for 
three hours. 


MANCHESTER PUDDING. 

Half gint milk, two ounces bread- 
crumbs, one ounce butter, one and a 
half ounces sugar, tind of half lemon 
(grated), two eggs, short or flaky pastry, 
raspberry jam, three ounces castor sugar. 

Boil the milk and pour on to the 
breadcrumbs; add butter, sugar, lemon 
rind, and, when cool, the yolks of eggs. 
Line a pre-dish with the pastry, put a 
layer of gam on the bottom, then pour 
in the mixture, and bake three-quarters 
of an hour. Whip the whites stifty, add 
three ounces castor sugar, pile roughly on 
top of the pudding, sift with castor 
sugar, and bake till crisp. 


MARMALADE PUDDING. 

Five ounces breadcrumbs, half pint 
milk, two eggs, two ounces castor sugar, 
two tablespoon/uls marmalade, one ounce 
butter, 

Warm the milk, pour over the bread- 
crumbs, add sugar, bufter and beaten 
eqgs, and marmalade,/which must be 
melied, Turn into au yell-greased mould, 
cover with buttered/ paper, ateam one 
hour, allow to stand a few minutes to 
shrink, turn out, And serve with mar- 
malade sauce. 

Marmalade Sauce.—T7' wo ounces sugar, 
half pint water, two tablespoonfuls mar- 
malade. Boil all together very rapidly 
jor ten minutes. The sauce should be of 
a syrupy consistency. Strain and. serve, 


STEAMED GROUND RICE 
PUDDING 

7 wo ounces rice, twe ounces flour, two 
ounces brown sugar, half teaspoonful 
baking soda, two ounces raisins, two 
ounces suet, three-quarter teacup milk, 
pinch of salt.
